"Men who know that they have in 
hem thi capacity of success, and who 
eel the thrill of pride that omes with 
troog bands, stout hearts, and cool 
leads, do not see the necessity of being 
ea'ous of anybody. The strength of 
,he Populists lies with the ignorant 
md vicious and also with the weak, 
who hava not the intelligence to see 
that their failure ia life is due not to 
others, bat to themselves, but who 
with to put the blame of their short' 
comings on some one else." 


Again—"Undoubtedly Bryan has a 


great hold upon the unintelligent and 
he vicious. Ha attracts that typs of 
farmer whose gate hangs on the hinge 
whose old hat supplies the place of a 
missing window pane, and who is more 
ikely to be fouid at a crossroads gro 
eery than behind the plow. He at 
tracts still more the professional labor 
.ng man of the type that labors as lit 
tie as possible, and continually strive 
to delude such workingmen as are ig 
norant and foolish enough to be mislee 
into soma movement which can no 
but end in disaster. But the thrifty 
intelligent and resolute are in tb 
msjority and it was my invariable ex 
perience that men of this stamp, even 
if somewhat predisposed to Bryan 
were repelled by the cheapness of thi 
man. I do not like to use such 
word in reference to a presidentia 
candidate, but there is no other won 
that describes him so well."
